oats, 629. The area of corn is 73,000,000 acres, 
of Wheat 34,000,000, of oats 25,000,009. The 
vaine of the corn averages nearly 33 cents per 
bushel, and makesan aggrezate of $635,000,000, 
five millions less than the value of the 
$ crop. The decrease in the pro-

~ COLONEL BAUM SPEAKS. 


He Has an Answer for Professor White and 
Various Gentlemen. 

Below is published an interesting card from 
Colonel Baum, in answer to White 
and other critics of the artesian well:

intending to say nothing on this subj 

civing my views when requested b: visiting 
the well. The letter in your issue of yesterday fas 
prompted me to give the facts; with my‘ yi 
the public on the artesian well ject, 
if 1 will kindly give them space in your columns, 
About one year anda halfago I came to Atlante 
and tompleicd arrangements with the city to drili 
an artesian well. Idid not come as a water-witch 
claiming to be able to locate veins of water two 
thousand feet below the surface through solid rock, 
or asa phenomena claimingtobe able to make 
water fow orrun above itsnatura! level. I came 
as apractical artesian well driller, and my many 
years experience in that business shotfld entitle 
metoure that term. I started the drill fully be- 
lieving I could furnish the city a flowing well; and, 
notwithstanding the many discouraging arguments 
by geologists and intelligent gentlemen of Atlanta 
and surrounding country, my beliefhas never been 
shaken, and ifI had been allowed to continue 
the drilling for four or five hundred feet further. 
Ifully believe a flowing well would have been 
obtained. But the city fathers saw fit to stop the 
drill, and justly so, as the rock was growing more 
difficult to penetrate, making the drilling very 
siow and expensive. I felt I should use no argu- 
ment to continue the work, “although to my per- 
sonal interest to do so,”’ as I then knew there was a 
very fixe supply of good, pure water to be obtain- 
ed at eleven hundred and sixty feet. So the drill- 
ing was stopped without an objection on my part, 
and arrangements completed ‘to test the supply 
and quality of water at that point. All this was 
accomplished without shaking my confidence in 
the belief that a flowing well could be obtained 
ata proper depth, say twenty-five hundred feet, 
Now as tothe supply of water and its source. A 
thorough test of seventy-six hours’ continuous 
pumping having been made, lam prepared to say 
and prove my assertions that the supply of water 
is inexhaustible. That there can notbe a pump 
put into the well large enough to exhaust the wa- 
ter if placed near the vein. The pump now placed 
six hundred and fifty feet above the vein, “leaving 
a pressure of over four hundred “pounds to the 
square inch, forcing the water back into the crey- 
ice,’ will produce a constant solid four inch stream 
of water, sbout one hundred and fifty gallons per 
minute, without exhausting the supply. My expe- 
rience has fully taught me that three hun- 
dred gallons of water per minute 
can be produced by using a larger 
pump,placed, say two hundred feet above the vein, 
relieving that much pressure. And I fully believe 
if the well was large enough to receive a pump of 
sufficient cay acity placed at the yein (1,000) one 
thousand gallons of water per minute could be 
produced from that one vein. Still many of the 
reolovists and learned gentlemen claim it is surface 
water from the immediate vicinity of the well, 
ureolating through fifty-four feet of solid clay and 
feraran to the rock, then through eleven hundred 
feet of solid granite formation, including six hun- 
dred and fifty feet of solid rock without a vein or 
enough to admit a stream 
he size of a knitting needle, 
all this water to pass through 
eleven hundred and sixty feet of solid clay and 
granite and enterthe wellat one point less than 
eix inches in depth, with a force sufficient to force 
two plugs over two hundred feet above their posi- 
tion, placed there by fifty blows of a twenty-five 
hundred pounds weight of solid iron. Can my 
readers pelieve theirtheory possible? Ifso,I will ask 
them to examine the earth in their 
yard $1X inches below the suriace 
after a heavy rain and see if they donot find it 
dry, the water having evaporated or held 
within two or three inches of the surface. This 
should be sufficient proof that their theory is not 
correct. The geologists claim their theory by the 
fact that the water is cold 
therefore must come from the _ surface. 
Now what are the facts in this case? I will tell 
you, and can prove all I assert. Water has been 
found in artesian wells at a depth of two thousand 
feet as cold as ice could make it, and ice has been 
taken from over two thousand feet below tho sur- 
face. The flowing wells at Denver, Col., fitteen in 
number, I believe, all produce very cold water. 
the depths of these wells range from two hundred 
and fiftyto twothousand feet. In other localities very 
warm water has been found at a depth of less than 
five hundred feet. Why should the temperature of 
this water prove’ their theory? It cer- 
tainly does not. They have declared there 
was no artesian water in the primitive formation 
underlying Atlanta, I have proven that there is 
by the bold, pure stream oi water that is now flow- 
ing in the heart of your city, and all the geologists 
on the face of the ‘twine if out. Lhe

lieve God intended that we should have good, pure 
waiter todrink, and has placed itin the earth for our 
use beneath the possibilities of contaminatign. 
What hes the good any of this beautiful sonuth- 
ern city done that God sHould deprive them -of 
gocd, pure water. JI have sufficiently proven that 
we have a just God, and that there is plenty of 
good, pure artesian water underlying Atlanta t- 
supply all the demands of the city. Now the ques 
ion is, will) the city follow in the wake of geology 
closing their eyes tothe positive proofs before them, 
or will they procure asupply of good, pure water 
for ihe people, enabling them to fiush the sewers 
every day, centinuing Atlanta s fame as the most 
healthful cityin the south? 

Now, ancther fact as regards the value of this 
well to the city of Atlanta, compared to a well flow- 
ing ten feet above the surface. 

The water in this well stands to within about 26 
feet of the surface. By placing the pump near the 
vein, drawing the water directly from the crevice, 
the column of water can be held very near its pres- 
ent level, requiring power to raise the water only 
°6 feet. This water must be placed into a stand 
pipe or recery dir at least 65 feet above the surface 
for distribut.on, The cost of raising 
the water from 26 feet below the surface to65 feet 
above, will be but very little more than raising it 
from the surface to stand pipe or reservoir, and 
there can be at least 33), per cent more water fur- 
nished by pumping than by a natural flow of ten 
feet, so 1 consider the present artesian well just as 
valuable to the city, as a well flowing ten feet 
above the surface, the water being the same. I 
will take any artesian well in the south, and pro- 

uce one-third more water by pumping thag it will 
io Now to back my. knowledge and judgment 
against theory. If the city fathers do not feel safe 
in expending the people’s money, to rig up this 
well for permanent pumping, and distributing the 
water in the heart of the city, until a six or 
twelve month test bas been made, and theyshould 
wish to make this tést at no expense to the city, I 
will take alease onthe well for two years and rig 
it up for pumping, lay Mains in the heart of the 
city and furnish the water tothe people ata very 
reasonable price, At the end of two years, if Ido 
not produce (200) two hundred gallons of water per 
minute from the well, or .if it ‘is then 
declared a failure, will take up the main and 
remove the pumping outfit, leaving the well as it 
now stands with no expenseto the city. Should I 
succeed in producing (00) two hundred gallons 

r minute during the last month of thé time, then 

he city to pay cost for pumping outfit and main. 
This will save the city the expense of a long test, 
at the same time the people can derive the benefit 
of what I have already furnished them. good, pure
